PLURAL VOTING ABOLISHED. 
VOTE FOR EVERYBODY OVER 21. 


Yesterday the Provisional Parliament discussed the new Electoral Biil, 
and approved its clauses. The main provisions of the measure are :— 
That every citizen of full age is entitled to a vote; 
That it sweeps away the qualifying period; | 
That nobody can vote in more than one constituency. 
There was a short discussion on the pdsition of policemen. The 
Government’s spokesmen maintained that it was essential to reserve the 
police as an impartial body, and thar policemen were not anxious to 


vote, 


The House agreed with this view, 


University members and soldiers may send their votes, 


A motion dealing with the provisions of the 
Electoral Bill re g the conduct of Parlia- 
mentary elections on the principle of adult 
suffrage was discussed yesterday by the Pro- 
visional Parliament. 

The Minister for Local Government (Mr. 
Blythe), in introducing the resolution, ex- 
plai that it covered some of the points 
which would arise in connection with the bill, 
which would codify the existing law without 
any alteration. deal of it would 
not be controversial. He suggested that the 
resolution be read a first time, and then they 
could take the clauses ane by one. 

Alderman O’Brien seconded the motion, 
which was adopted. 

The House then went into Committee to 
consider the resolution clause by clause. 

Clause 1, stipulating thet every person, 
without distinction of sex, who is a citizen 
of the Free State and of full age, and is not 
subject to any legal incapacity, shall be: en- 
titled to be entered once on the register of 
Parliamentary electors, was passed unani- 
mously. 

Clause 2 was next discussed. It stated :— 

Every such person as aforesaid may be 
registered as a Parliamentary elector in re- 
spect of any one of the following constituencies, 
Viz. :'— 

ori The constituency in which he or she is 

inarily resident on the date fixed by law 

as the rm date; . 

(b) The constituency in which he or she 
occupies, for the purpose of his or her trade, 
profession, or business, the whole or any 
part of a house or other premises, either 
alone or in partnership with another or 
others ; 

(c) The university constituency, ES NS | 
& university in which he or she haa receive 
& degree (other than an honorary degree) or 
in the case of the University of Dublin has 
obtained a scholarship. 


QUALIFYING PERIOD. 


The Minister for Loca] Government men- 

tioned that the clause proposed one change 
at least in the present law. At present there 
was a qualifying period gf six months prior to 
the date on which the register begins in which 
a person must reside in the constituency. 
They proposed to do away altogether with the 
qualifying period. 
_ At present one might have two votes, one 
in Tes of residence and the other in respect 
of b premises, They proposed to abolish 
that system, so that in future no person would 
have more than one vote. A university 
graducate could make his choice between his 
university constituency and that in which he 
resides; and it was proposed to apply the 
same ae to business premises. 

If they had not that provision they would 
probably find that a large number of the 
occupiers of business premises who resided in 
the country and suburban districts would be 
split up into a variety of constituencies and, 
while representing a certain class in the com- 
munity, would not be able to return a member 
| g their views. As théy were com- 
' a smal) class in the country, they 


| should have this choice, 


Mr. Thomas Johnson welcomed the aboli- 
tion of the qualifying period. He described 
it as a distinct advance in the direction of 
recognising that it was the voter who should 
be considered, and not his social ition. 
There was, however, no reason why business 
people should be given a choice of voting in 
two constituencies, when the same feculity 
was not given to workers and others. To 
make that change, because, a ently, of 
one constituency, was a bi defect. He moved 
an amendment deleting sub-section (b). 

The Minister for Local Government stated 
that the carrying into legislative effect of this 
provision could not alter the constitution of 
the House very mach, It could not give 
any class of people more representation than 
their numbers entitled them to. It cre 
no defect in the system of proportiona] re- 
presentation; neither did it preserve the 
principle of property qualification, The busi- 
ness community was, unfortunately, a class 
that was not likely to be sufficiently repre- 
sented, and it was important that it should 
be definitely represented and able to express 
itself in the House.

He could have a pretence of an 
oftice in order to qualify for a vote in that 
constituency, and still he would have a choice 
where to vote. The Fair was that his 
vote would be used for political mancuvring 
by giving an option to certain people to con- 
centrate their votes in a particular division 
in the city. 

In order to avoid the possibilitry of such 
matieuvring, they must make a clean, de- 
finite, single franchise.

VOTES BY POST. 


Mr. Blythe moved Clause 6, by which the 
right is to be given to members of the de- 
fence force on full pay to vote by post at 
elections of members of either House of the 
Oireachtas. He said that this clause was 
necessary to give effect to the previous one. 
There was, however, a flaw in ‘it, which was 
not intended, inasmuch as it did not provide 
for University electors to vote by post. He 
understood that an amendment would be 
moved to rectify the omission. 

It was felt desirable to restrict postal vot- 
ing as much as possible. If persons in hospi- 
tal or ill at ome, were given the right to 
vote by post it would break down the secrecy 
of the ballot, and would open up the way to 
bribery. It was desirable to restrict postal 
voting to University electors and to the mili- 


tary. 

' Mr. FPitzGibbon (Dublin University) moved 
an amendment to the effect that provision 
should be made to enable registered electors 
in Universities constituencies, as well as mem. 
bers of the defence force, to vote by post. 

He hoped that in moving this the House 
would not think that the representatives of 
the Universities were ungrateful for the re- 

resentation given them by the Constitution. 
t was not @ case of, having got one thing, 
they were asking for more. object of his 
amendment was to give effect to what the 
House had already done. 

The Universities had got representation, 
and now what he wanted was that they 
should be enabled to choose their representa- 
tives. A University was not a locality. Its 
electorate was scattered, and unless they were 
given the privilege, which they always en- 
joved, of voting by post, 75 per cent. of the 
registered electors would be disfranchised, and 
ihe ntation of the University would be

If teachers or railway men were made sivil 
servants it could be decided whether they 
were to be expressly permitted to be mem- 
bers of the Dail. 

Mr. Johnson asked whether the Minister 
would not define what a civil servant was be- 
fore they agreed to the proposal. It had 
been successfully maintain that teachers 
were civil servants. 


Mr. Blythe declared that it was quite clear 


that teachers were not civil .. If such 
points arose they would have to be decided. 
Mr. Johnson’s amendment having been de- 


feated, 
The resolution was adopted. 


CORRUPT PRACTICES. 


Mr. Darrell Figgis moved a resolution re- 
lating to corrupt practices at elections, The 
resolution sugge ted various clauses for re- 
ference to a Committee set up by the Dail for 
the purpose of devising the best practicable 
measures to prevent corrupt practices at elec- 
tions. The clauses relation to matters 
connected with registration, freedom of elec- 
tions, and personation. | 

He said that there was a general measure 
of consent to the principle that offences such 
as were complained of should be treated as 
criminal offences, and criminal penalties 
should be attached to them. The offences re- 
terred to in a former debate as corrupt prac- 
tices at elections had become very numerous 
in the country 

Dealing with his proposals as to persona- 
tion, he said that the main point was that 
any person found guilty of personation should 
be deemed guilty of a criminal offence. He 
also proposed that where a Keturning Officer 
or Presiding Officer made a charge of persona- 
tion in góod faith, his act in so doing should 
be held harmless before any court. 

Mr. Fitagibbon stated that they were only 
asked to send the p ] for consideration 
by a Committee. Jhey should do everything 
possible so strengthen the hands of oilicials 
conducting elections, but that Committee, iu 
set up, should bear in mind the real penalty 
against corrupt practices. 

Where corrupt practices were found to pre- 
vail to a t extent, the constituency ought 
to be disfranchised for a time at any rate 
They could never hope to catch all who were 
guilty of the crime of personation, and the 
only way of bringing home a sense of civic 
responsibility to the electorate was to say 
“You have shown ves unfit to send 
members to the National Assembly.” He 


hoped the penalty would not be abandoned, 
but strengthened, so far as it existed in the 
electoral law. á 


Mr. Johnson said that he was not voting for 
the resolution on the understanding that the 
principles of the various clauses were being

very uncertain. Labour has gained thirty- 
seven seats, the Asquith Liberals have 
gained nine, while the Conservatives have 
gained only seven. Altogether the results of 
201 elections have been declared, and of 
these Mr. Bonar Law controls 106. Mr. 
Joseph Devlin, who was fighting a forlorn 
hope in the Exchange Division of Liverpool, 
was beaten by his Conservative opponent, 
although he polled over 12,000 votes. Dr. 
Addison, formerly Minister of Health, was 
beaten by a National Liberal candidate ; 
and Mr. Erskine, who held St. George's, 
Westminster, in the interest of the Anti-j 
Waste “Party, defeated Colonel Leslie 
Wilson, the chief Government Whip, 
by a large majority. Labour's gains 
have been surprisingly extensive. But 
for the general fear of a capital levy, 
which Mr. Arthur Henderson was foolish 
enough to incorporate in the official pro- 
gramme of his party, Labour undoubtedly 
would have won a far greater number of 
seats in the boroughs. Fortunately, there 
is very little danger of a Labour majority ; 
but the party is certain to be much larger 
in the-new Parliament than ever it has 
been before. Its influence, especially in 
foreign affairs, must be held in check by 
the constitutional parties, dnd every effort 
must be made to prevent a Liberal-Labour 
coalition.

The shaping of clay into rude vessels 
and containers is the most ancient of 
In what part of the world the 
first hand-pottery made its appearance— 
whether at Gnossos or Nangkin, or at 
some centre of ‘ post-anthropoid culture 
now buried in oblivion—is not known.
